ERRORS OF ENROLLMENT. 


Several of Them Discovered on the Books— 
Two of the Most Importance. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.~—The clerks 
comiiltceson appropriations of the two houses 
of congress. liaving completed their statement 
of the appropriations made at the last session, 
are now looking over the acts to discover errors 
of enrollment. some of which are alimost al- 
ways tound. Several have already been dis- 
covered in acts of the 50th congress, two of 
them of quite an annoying character to NKep- 
resentative Randal! and Senator Edmunds. 
The tirst is the omission of an amendinent 
reported by the house committee on appropria- 
tions tothe senate amendment to the para- 
graph appropriating £650,000 for fuel, lights 
and water for public buildings. The house 
committee proposed to concur in the senate 
amendment, which was purely clerical, with 
the following amendment, viz: 

Whicu sum shall be expended under contract or 
contracts to be made by the se tie ir @s 
ury with the lowest and or bidders 
therefor, attcr advertising once a weex for four con- 
Secutive weeks for proposals. 

That amendment was made by Chairman 
Randall for the purpose of preventing tlie 
letting of these contracts by Chief Clerk You- 
wians, of the treasury department, whose 
methods were not thought to be economical 
by Mr. Randall. The conference report was 
avreed to on Saturday, so thatall ef Sunday 
was available by the enroliing clerks and 
thie committee to carefully enroll and compare 
the bills. But thatamendment esvaped and Is 
not in the law. 

ONE ON AN APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The other was the failure to properly enroll 
the senate amendment in relation to the Wasii- 
ington aqueduct tunnel, The original amend- 
ment made by the senate committee on appro- 
priations was & paragraph appropriating SL0,- 
G00 to defray the expenses of the joint select 
committee which investigated the fraudulent 
work done on said tunnel, to be paid on vouch- 
ers approved by the chairman of that commiit- 
tee. Comptroller Durham having expressed 
an opinion that the committee would have no 
legal existence after the expiration of the 
fiftieth congress, the following words were 
added after the word committee: 

Whoshall have power to settle and 
VouC.iers notwithstunding the dissolution ot 
comunlttee. 

That amendment was agreed to withont ob- 
jection, but seems to have been vetoed by an 
enrolling clerk.. It is also stated that there are 
a few cases of duplication of items in appro- 
priation bills not reported by the hous com- 
mittee on appropriacions. 

Several minor errors in other acts have also 
been discovered and it will probably be some 
time befcre all will be brought to light. 
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THE NEW VESSELS, 
The “Yorktown” Reported as Complete--The 
Cruiser ‘‘Maine.’’ 

WASHINGTON, March 19.--The contractors 
for the gunboat Yorktown having reported her 
complete, Secretary Tracey has ordered the 
board, of which Commodore Fitzhugh is presig 
dent, to re-assemble at Cramnp’s ship yard to- 
morrow for the purpose of making such fur- 
ther examinations as may be necessary, and to 
report whether or not the unfinished work has 
been completed, and whether the lid! and fit- 
tings and machinery, boilers and appuiten- 
ances have been completed in strict contormity 
with the contract. The board will also report 
whether she is sutiiciently strong to carry the 
armanent, coal, stores and machinery indi- 
cated on the pians and specifications. ‘The 
board is the same one which conducted the 
recent official trial of the vessel,

ON THE HEADS OF DEPARTMENTS. 
The Proposed Change in the Rules of the 
Senate, Meets With Cousiderable 
Opposition. 


ee | 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—In the senate, the 
vice-president announced the appointment of 
the following select committee, on the April 
centennial celebration in New York: Senators 
Hiscock, Sherman, Hoar, Voorhees and 
Eustis. 

Mr. Sherman called up the proposed amerid- 
ment of the rule requiring that resolutions that 
call for information from the executive de- 
partments, be referred to appropriate com- 
mittees. He said that the adoption of such 
resolutions without inquiry, sometimes involv- 
ed very large and unnecessary expense, and 
that such a change of rule was desivable. 

Mr. Voorhees opposed a change of rules, 
Iie understood that no assent to it had been 
given on the democratic side of the chamber. 
Tle called attention to the fact that the gov- 
ernment was within a few weeks of closing its 
first huedred years of history under the con- 
stitution, and that during that century of na- 
tional life no such ryle as that now. proposed 
haa ever been found necessary. He could see 
no object that 1t was likely to accomplish 

EXCEPT TO STIFLE INVESTIGATION 

and obstruct inquiry intothe conduct of any 
executive department. He submitted to the 
senator from Ohio, and to all the-senators on 
the other side, whether they could afford, at 
the threshold of the new administration to give 
notice to the world that investigation. and in- 
quiry into the proceedings of the departments 
shall be less free and Jess untrammeled than 
had been the case heretofore? 

The pending proposition had no resurrection 
in it. It did not require a resolution to ve 
even reported back. It consigned it to the 
tomb of the Capulets, if such should be the 
mind of the committee to which the resolr- 
tion went. The administration of the affairs 
of the government Was now in new hands, and 
he wished to those hands success and pros- 
perity. He had no desire to drag down or to 
destroy that administration. Bat the major- 
ity of the senate could i'l afford to let it go 
forth that it had put up bars to siop the pata- 
ways by which wrong-doing could be found 
out. Lhe proposition, when he first heard of 
it, had startled him. 

SENATOR SHERMAN EXPLAINS. 

Mr, Sherman, a member of the committee 
on rules, from which the proposition had been 
reported, said that it had been agreed to unan- 
imously in that committee. The evil which it 
was proposed to remedy, was the calling for 
information, at the recuest of a single senator, 
without any inguiry as to the expense involved, 

Whether the information was not 
already printed andavailable. Such resolu- 
no diseretion with the heads of de- 
pariments, who were required to comply with 
them, although the furnishing cf imforimation 
sometimes necessitated the ¢mployment of 
forty or fifiy clerks fora month ortwo. He 
knew of one case Where one hundred clerks 
had to be emp ioyed for two monihs in copying 
papers called for unnecessarily. The commi-+- 
tee on rules felt that some restraint should 
he made on the free passage of 
such resolutions. The committee had no de- 
sire to restrai\. in the slightest degree, the 
power of the senate to examine into any ques- 
tion whatever. Noone had dreamed of such 
athing. He knew very well that if any 
attempt were made to smother inquiry, it 
would be necessarily exposed, aud that when 
a charge was made against an executive officer 
the only way was to meet§t at orice by prompt 
investigation. Resolutions of inquiry; involv- 
ing expenses, should not be adopted, except 
for some reason that could’be fairly given to 
the commitiee to which they were referred, 
and the committees could always be trusted 
on questions of that kind. If the committee 
should think that the resolution involved un- 
necessary copying and printing of documents 
already on the files of congress, the resolution 
could be moditied. 

SENATOR HOAR OPPOSES THE RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Hoar regarded the proposed amendment 
to the rules as a very serious matter, and one 
which ought not to be dealt with without care- 
ful reflection and understanding. The difti- 
eultv which the senator from Ohio had spoken 
of would not be remedied by a change of the 
rales, for resolutions of inquiry could still be 
adopted (as now) by unanimous consent. Put- 
ting a check upon the senate’s right of inquiry 
into the proceedings of executive departments 
would be avery serious impairment of the 
dignity of the senate. 

Mr. Gorman opposed the new resolution as 
being an attempt to prevent the minority, or a 
single senator from getting information as to 
the conduct of public business. Such would 
be its effect. whether such were its present in- 
tentornot. He moved to amend the pro- 
posed rule: First, by omitting from it refer- 
ence to inquiries from the president of the 
United States; and second, by adding to it 
the words, “which resolution shall be reported 
to the cenate within one week thereafter,’’ 

Mr, Butter argued against the proposed rule, 
holding that the good resulting from the rule, 
as it had stood heretofore, outweighed its dis- 
advantages. 

Mr. Hoar proposed as an amendment that 
whenever any inquiry for information shall be 
addressed by the senate to any head of de- 
partment, if it shall appear to such oftticer that 
the saine has already been furnished, he shall 
be at liberty to communicate such opinion to 
the senate, and await its further pleasure. 

Mr. Teller had no doubt that great extrava- 
gance had been conimitted under the existing 
rule. le had some knowledge of it himself, 
bat he did not think that the majority could 
afford to adopt a rule which looked like 

A RESTRICTION ON THE MINORITY. 

The senate should not put itself in the posi- 
tion of having it said (with any show of right) 
that it was willing to stifle any investigation 
with reference to the incoming administration. 

Mr. Spooner said he would vote against the 
proposed rule or any rule like it. The senate 
had always treated with the utmost liberality 
resolutions of inquiry presented on either side; 
and he believed it wise that the senate should 
continue to do so, and that no obstacle, what- 
ever, should be put in the way of the exer- 
cise of the inquisitorial power of the senate. 
He saw no good in recomimitting the proposed 
rule, and he should vote against it. 

Mr Sherman said that he had called up the 
proposed rule in the absence of the chairman 
of thecommittee on rules, but he did not 
care to ask fora division upon it, until Mr.

Landlord and tenant. Contracts, Rent. 

Condition, Before Judge Fort. 

Blandford, J., was providentially prevented 
from presiding in this case. 

Simmons, J.—1. At the time land is rented, 
the landlord has the right to reserve in the 
rent coutract the title to the crops to be grown 
until his rent and advances are to be paid. 
The general rule that things not in esse can- 
not be sold does not apply to a case of this 
character. Smith vs. Atkins, 18 Vt. 465; 
Bellows vs. Wells, 36 Id. 601-2; Andrew vs. 
Newcombe, 32 N. Y., and other cases cited. 

2. Such a contract being made in 1854, and it 
being agreed therein that the tenant was also 
to have the land and certain mules for the 
years 1885 and 1886 at the same terms, provided 
1e paid the landiord for rent and all advances 
for each year, and it being a fair presumption

A MILLION AND A HALF ABDED TO 
THE City’s VALUATION. 


‘The City Assessors Report. Now Completed, 


Shows a Remarkable Gain in the Value 
of Property. 


Macon, Ga., March 19.—[Special.]—The tax 
assessors rendered their report tothe city coun- 
cil tonight. The total valuation of city prop- 
erty for the year 1889, is $11,300,425, an increase 
over last year of $1,563,921. Of this increase 
$446,675 is on the real estate and $917,246 is on 
personal property. 

THE RATE’ OF TAXATION 

is one and one-quarter per cent, which, on the 
total property valuation, will yield $141,255 in 
taxes. Of the total valuation $159,475 is 
on Masonic and society buildings 
and church property other than church build- 
ings. The council will decide whether or not 
to relieve this of taxation. Macon’s rapid 
growth the past year is clearly and satisfacto- 
rily shown by nearly a million and a half. in- 
crease in the value of property. 

The council tonight decided to accep! prop- 
osition of the Macon Gas and Water company, 
to furnish the city water at ten cents per thou- 
sand gallons to sprinkle the streets, and coun- 
cil will fuanish water free to any responsible 
individual who will furnish carts and sprinkle 
the streets, his pay to come from the citizens 
whose houses or stores front on the streets to 
be sprinkled.

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GHOSTS IN DOUGHERTY, 


About Biue 


The Strange Noises Heard 
Spring. 

ALBANY, Ga., March 19.—-[Special.]—Gnhosts 
are said to haunt the Blue spring, which is sit- 
uated in east Dougherty, near the banks of 
Flint river, into which the water empties. 
The large pool where the water babbles 
up from some subterranean chan- 
nel, isof great depth. The water is a bluish 
tint and is as clear as crystal. Though of great 
depth, yet the bottom, covered with white 
sand, can be distinctly seen and it appears to 
be but a few feet deep. It is said to 
resemble closely the famous Green Cove spring 
of Florida. The volume of water which 
gushes up from the bowels of the earth is so 
large that quite a large creek is formed from 
it. This water course is well stocked with 
fish, and, being but four miles from Albany, it 
is a popular fishing resort. The other night, 
while a party were on a camp fish upon its 
banks, women’s voices were heard distinctly 
in animated converse. The woods are dense 
around it, but the tishermen determined to 
ferret out the parties from whom the voices 
proceeded, started out to find them. From 
eight until four in the morning they scoured 
the woods to find the ghostly voices ringing 
around them, but no trace of human beings 
could be discovered. ‘They broke up the camp 
and came back to town. About half a mile 
farther on, every night can be heard the sound 
of some one apparently strangling and calling:

A NEGRO COLONY 


TO BE ESTABLISHED ON THE OUT- 
SKIRTS OF WAYCHOSS. 


General Manager Haines, of the 8. F. & W. 
Road, Building Up a Coiored Town— 
Outline of His Pian. 


Waycross, Ga., March 19:—Special.J—A 
novel scheme has been inaugurated here by 
General Manager Haines, of the Savannah, 
Florida and Western road, being the coloniza- 
tion of the colored employes. 

On the south side of the Jacksonville “Y,’’ 
in rear of the company’s shops, Colonel Haines 
has caused to be laid out, in regular town lots, 
about four acres of the company’s land. These 
lots are 75x150 feet each, and houses will be 
erected upon them assoon as possible. Twenty 
will be constructed at once, and others later, 
as Occasion may demand. They will be cot- 
tages, containing from two to four rooms. 
Already about two dozen workmen are at 
work, and six houses are framed and weather- 


boarded, ready for the plasterers. Captain H. 
W. 4 is superintending the building of 
this m rn Africa. He has opened up a | 


street from the Haines avenue crossing 
through the proposed colony to the cypress 
swamp back of the shops, and another street 
will run through the colony ona parallel with 
the Jacksonville track. Captain Reed says 
the settlement will be placed in the best pos- 
sible sanitary condition, thoroughly ditched 
and drained, and kept in gool order. A water 
main will be put down with pipes into all the 
houses, and clean, fresh water supplied from 
the company’s tanks at the shops. The set- 
tlers will be charged a moderate rate for the 
water supply to meet the additional expense 
of tanks, engine, etc., to furnish it. The 
rental of the cottages will also be as low as 
circumstances can permit, and none but the 
employes of the company will be allowed to 
live in the colony, and even they will be ex- 
cluded if found disreputable and disorderly. 
‘The negro is like a little child,”’ said Cap- 
tain Reed. ‘You must watch over him, and 
look after him, if you want tomakea good 
citizen and useful man of him. The railroad 
company will take charge of everything con- 
nected with this settlement, and the city will 
at no expense whatever concerning it. 
These streets are private streets, and while, as 
a& matter of course, anyone may pass through 
them, we reserve the right at any time to close 
them up or open new ones if occasion arises. 
It is private property, and the city authorities 
will have nothing whatever to do with it 
further than to see that we conform to the law 
as other citizens.”’

Shall Silver Coin Be Banished. 

In the February number: of the North 
American Review there is a notable article 
from the pen of Hon, Edwards Pierrepont 
on the silver question that ought to com- 
mend it to the atteution of every thoughit- 
ful person in the country. 

Mr. Pierrepont takes as his text the re- 
cently published report of the British Royal 
commission appointed to “inquire into the 
recent changes in the relative values of the 
precious metals.” The commission was 
appointed in 1886, and after an investiga- 
tion that covered two years, it presented a 
triangular report, not being able to agree 
on all the questions submitted. The first 
part of the report is merely historical. The 
second part is devoted to statistical infor- 
mation, and it was signed by six of the 
twelve commissioners. It describes the 
evils arising from the present disturbed re- 
lations between gold and silver, and it 
frankly concedes that the trouble does not 
arise from the scarcity of gold in relation to 
silver. 

It is unnecessary to dwell on the charac- 
ter of this part of the report. Its scope and 
drift show an attempt to belittle and con- 
fuse the conciusions of the commissioners 
themselves, and its conclusions are bewil- 
dering. It pleads for silver, but is afraid of 
adiminution of the purchasing power of 
gold. The six commissisoners desire the 
free coinage of silver and gold, and they are 
sensible of the benefits that wonld accrue 
from the adoption of a common monetary 
standard by all the commercial nations-of 
the world; but they express a fear that the 
nations who. were parties to the bi-metallic 
arrangement might not continue to adhere 
to It. 

Commenting on this report, Mr. Pierre- 
pont proceeds to give a history of the causes 
that led to the fall of silver, and he presents 
facts that are indisputable. The fall of sil- 
ver began in 1873, and its course has been 
downward ever since. For forty years prior 
to 1875, silver not only held its own, but 
was frequently held at a premium over gold, 
but within thirteen years after that date it 
had fallen close on nineteen*pence per ounce. 

It was claimed for a time that the cause 
of the fall was to be found in the super- 
abundant product of silver, and the scarcity 
of gold; but, as Mr. Pierrepont well says, 
there is but one enduring cause for the fall 
of silver, and that is the cessation of the 
demand for it in the standard coinage 
merits of the world. 

When Lismarck, after conquering France, 
exacted a war indemnity of a thousand mil- 
lions of dollars in gold, he put in execution 
his scheme of new coinage in Germany, and 
this scheme went 
July, 1873, when the national gold standard 
with the gold mark as the 
unit of value. Previously, the metallic cur- 
rency of Germany was silver. Bismarck 
then called in the silver coin and dumped it 
on the market. Following this illustrious 
example, Denmark, Norway and Sweden 
changed their currency to gold and threw 
their silver on the market. 

After this, France, Italy, Belgium, Swit- 
zerland and Greece restricted their silver 
coinage, and soon ceased to coin silver at 
all. But, more amazing than all, the 
American republic, producing nearly as 
much silver as all the world besides, stopped 
its silver coinage by atrick of legislation 
that has never been fully explained, made 
the gold dollar the sole unit of value, and 
thus helped the European governments to 
degrade silver, and to partially destroy the 
value of its own product of this metal. 

This is the situation. There is no free 
¢coinage for silver in any nation in Christen- 
dom, but in all of them free coinage for 
gold. As Mr. 
any one need to look further for the causes 
which have depreciated silver and ap- 
preciaied gold? For centuries prior 
to ‘1875, gold and silver operating 
together have formed the currency of 
the commercial world, and have together 
measured the value of commodities, and 
even today more than half the money of the 
world is silver. 

From the 
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foundation of 
ernment of the United States until 
1873, the silver dollar, of the same 
weight and fineness as now, was a unit of 
value, full legal tender, and its coinage was 
free. For forty years previously, the same 
silver dollar had ruled at a premium over 
gold. Since thattime, no European goy- 
ernment has permitted the free coinage of 
silver, and from 1873 until 1878 the govern- 
ment of the United States did not allow its 
mints tocoinasingle silver dollar. This 
situation, taking everything into considera- 
tion, was certainly sufficient to depreciate 
the bullion value of silver, and this depre- 
ciation has been employed to fleece the

farmers of the United States in the prices | 


paid abroad for their cotton and wheat, en- 
abling India to become a lively competitor 
in the markets of the world. : 
When the compulsory coinage act was 
put in operation in 1878, all the great finan- 
ciers of the country, including the editors 
of the newspapers controlled by the Wal! 
street speculators, predicted that gold would 
be driven out of the country; but not one of 
these predictions has come true. The com- 
pulsory coinage of silver has gone on in 
spite of the protests of the Wall street gold- 
bugs and the European financial agents 
domiciled here, and yet gold has continued

Afraid of Electricity. 

Electricity isa mysterious force of such 
wonderful possibilities that people should 
not be blamed for a very natural feeling of 
alarm when they find themselves within 
reach of it. 

But there is no good reason for the wild 
apprehensions entertained by the ignorant 
and by certain cranky scientists. Only a 
few days agoa writer in the Kansas City 
Times claimed that the erratic seasons, the 
earthquakes and cyclones of the past ten 
years were all due to our juggling with elec- 
tricity. He argues that enough electricity 
was originally created to answer all the re- 
quirements of earth and man, and that 
when men go to work and create more, they 
run the risk of overstocking the earth and 
thus destroying the world’s equilibrium. 
Following the wake of electrical develop- 
ment we have seen mighty storms, convul- 
sions of the earth and atmospheric changes. 
In every case these convulsions have been 
accompanied by electrical disturbances. 
Every day we are creating more of this de- 
structive force, and the mighty stream going 
into the earth may follow conducting mate- 
rial that will carry wreck and ruin for thou- 
sands of miles. 

But it is unnecessary to follow the Kansas 
man through all his gloomy speculations, 
His talk about the creation of electricity by 
the hand of man shows the range of his 
knowledge. We do not create electricity; 
we merely utilize a force already in exis- 
tence. Nor will it do to take a group of 
phenomena extending through ten years 
and rashly draw the conclusion that the 
world has undergone great physical changes. 
Storms, earthquakes and irregular seasons 
have occurred in every age. 

Electrical science is doubtless in its in- 
fancy, but it is making rapid progress, and 
at every step It has shown itself to be man’s 
agent, controlled by his intelligence, and 
working in his interest, when it is properly 
directed. There are dangers in the way, 
but they are being more carefully guarded 
against every year. 

If an expert electrician desires to arraign 
this marvelous force, and warn the world 
against it, his views would carry weight; 
but alleged scientists of the Rev. John Jas- 
per school, with their ‘‘sun do move’’ theo- 
ries are not likely to throw any light upon 
the subject. So far from destroying the 
world, electricity under the guidance of men 
of science, promises to do most of our work, 
and do it better, cheaper and more safely 
than it can be done by steam, horse-power 
and human muscle. 
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Hope for New England. 

It is pleasing to note that the old maid 

states of New England are even as this late 

day making rapid strides in the matter of 


‘liberal development, and recent indications 


lead us to hope that it will not be long be- 
fore the old ladies will widen the scope of 
their principles to the broad basis of the 
spirit of the institutions of our great and 
good government. 

New Hampshire, at the recent election held 
in that state, annulled that section of its 
constitution which for a hundred years has 
prohibited Roman Catholics from holding 
office. This narrow and bigoted law was 
the outcome of Puritan prejudice, and many 
unsuccessful attempts have been made to 
Wipe it from the statutes. But New England 
narrowness has always protected it until 
now. 

Only last year Rhode Island abolished the 
know-nothing clause in its constitution, and 
now foreign citizens of that state have the 
right to vote, even if they do nol possess a 
pocket book of fixed dimensions, which re- 
quirement has disfranchised thousands who 
would have been otherwise entitled to vote. 

In all, the outlook is bright for New 
England, and if it continues to advance in 
the future as it has done in the past few 
years it will become, indeed, a part of the 
great sisterhood of states to which it has 
belonged in but a political sense for about a 
century. 

We want New England in spirit, as well 
as in cold reality, of geopraphical embrace 
and political co-partnership. Our hearts 
beat for it, our hands are outstretched to it, 
and we rejoice that-it is rapidly becoming a 
part of us. = 

Alas for Civil Service. 

The death knell of civil service has 
already been sounded by the administraticn. 

Everybody expected it, and THE ConstI1- 
TUTION predicted long since that the civil 
service heritage which President Cleveland 
would leave to his successor would be dis- 
posed of very shortly after the republicans 
returned to power. 

The best illustration of the fact that 
President Harrison will not allow himself 
to be embarrassed by the pet theory of the 
mugwumps, the civil service, is in what is 
believed to be the certainty that he will de- 
cline to reappoint Mr. Henry G. Pearson as 
postmaster of New York. If the adminis- 
tration even pretended to favor civil service; 
if iu had any desire to make the public be- 
lieve that it looked kindly towards it; if its 
purpose was to act outwardly in its favor, 
and inwardly ignore it, the president could do 
nothing else than reappoint Mr. Pearson to 
the position which he now holds. To turn him 
out is to make open declaration that the re- 
publican administration will be run strictly 
on a republican basis, and that every vestige 
of the last administration will be wiped 
completely out. 

Let us look at the facts of the case. Mr. 
Pearson was appointed postmaster of New 
York by a republican administration. He 
made-such a satisfactory record as post- 
master of the metropolis that he was re-

A Letter of Denial From Ex-President Davis 
to Dr, J. William Jones, 

Ex-President Jefferson Davis has written 
an interesting letter to an Atlanta friend. 

Some weeks since the Philadelphia Presby- 
terian published a paragraph in which it was 
stated that the leaders of the late confederacy 
proposed to establish a church in connection 
with the state. 

Dr. J. Wiliam Jones, of Atlanta, who isa 
personal friend of ex-President Jefferson Da- 
vis, sent him the paragraph. Mr. Davis wrote 
the following letter in reply: 

BEAUVOIR. Miss., March 1. 1886.—Dr. J. William 
Jones: Dear Sir: I have received yours of the 15th 
instant, with the enclosed slip. The story referred 
to is not only untrue, but absurd. 

The constitution of the Confederate States differed 
from that of the United States by having in its pre- 
amble a recognition of the Supreme Being, and “in- 
voking the favorand guidance of Almighty God,” 
and in section nine of the first article it said: ‘*Con- 
gress shall mikeno law respecting an establishment 
of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof,”’ 

No such prohibition was contained in the consti- 
tution of the United States, as originally adopted, 
but a same prohibition was made by an amend- 
ment. 

The original observance ot the spirit and letter 
of the constitution by the Confederate States goy. 
ernment was so marked a feature as never to have 
been denied by its worst enemies. But if these

A TEST CASE, 


A Suit for Damages Because of Alleged Iile- 
gal Garnishment. 

There was anew sort of damage suit filed 
in city court yesterday morning. 

E. A. Griffin brings suit against E. L. Brad- 
ley for alleged illegal garnishment, and fixes 
his claim for damages as $1,500. 

The petition sets forth that in January, 1886, 
the plaintiff was employed by the Richmond 
and Danville railroad company, and that de- 
fendant held a claim on him of twenty-five 
dollars, which plaintiff was unable to pay. 
Defendant pressed the claim and obtained a 
writ of garnishment of plaintiff’s wages, 
which was resisted: plaintiff was ultimately 
forced to give up iis position. 

He obtained employment with the city of 
Atlanta, and defendant again garnisheed his 
waces, anda second time he was thrown out of 
employment and forced to spend a great deal 
of money defending the suit. The petition 
says that he was pursued ‘with the pertinacity 
of asieuth hound enhanced by the intelligence 
and vindictiveness of a human being.’’ 

On October 1, 1888, plaintiff having secured 
a position with the East Tennessee, Virginia 
end Georgia railroad company, the defendant 
transferred the claim to W. L. Shumate, 
of Tennessee, and plaintiff was forced to pay 
$25 to compromise the case, and was put out of 
employment for two months, much to his own 
inconvenience and the suffering of his wife and 
children. 

On these grounds the suit is brought by Mr. 
James A. Gray, attorney for the plaintiff.. The 
case will be watched with much interest by 
laboring men, as itis a sort of test case under 
the garnishment law.

A BIG MEETING 


OF THE STOCKHOLDERS OF THE AT- 
LANTA AND FLORIDA RAILROAD, 


After Considerable Discussion a Committee of Seven 
Were Appointed to Report What is Best to Be 
Done at a Meeting to Be Held Next Tuesday 
Night at the Chamber of Commerce. 


Will they surrender or put up? That’s the 
question. 

There was a very large meeting of the 
stockholders of the Georgia Improvement and 
Construction company at the chamber of 
commerce last night to consider the status of: 
the Atlanta and Florida railroad. 

The bonded indebtedness of the Atlanta and 
Florida is about $1,070,000. The Construction 
company owes $550,000 and $500,000 of 
this has been expended in ccnstructing the 
road. The company has failed to perfect ar 
rangements to cancel the indebtedness of the 
road. ; 

Judge 8S. B. Hoyt was called to the chair 
and Mr. J. K. Brunner acted as secretary. 

On taking the chair, Judge Hoyt mades 
few remarks. Hesaid that this was a most 
important meeting. The Atlanta and Florida 
road and the State road are the only roads in 
Georgia not in any combination. I¢ would be 
a grand thing to have the Atlanta and Florida 
built to tidewater. 

It was an Atlanta enterprise and he sin- 
cerely hoped that some satisfactory arrange- 
ment could be made to hold and complete the 
read. The object of the meeting was to con- 
sider the present status of the Atlanta and 
Florida railroad. 

MR. HILL’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. L. J. Hill, president of the Georgia Im- 
provement company, said that the indebted- 
ness of the road, amounting to $250,000, had 
It could not be 


matnred on the 18th. 

met and an extension was asked. Morgan, 
‘Drexel and © company, to whom the 
money was owed, had agreed to 


continue the loan, if it was sure to be paid at a 
specified time. They feared, however, that 
the company would be in no better condition 
to pay in three or six months than now. They 
thought that there was a better chance of get- 
ting the money now. They had do desire to 
wreck the company and had given it ample 
time to take action on the status of the road. 
No plan to extricate the road from its indebt- 
edness had taken definite shape, though sev~ 
eral had becn informally discussed. 

The most feasible plan, he said, seemed to 
be this: If the stockholders would consent to 
put in 25 per cent upon their present holdings 
$100,000 might in this way be raised and used 
in such way as to extend the road and make it 
ultimately a success. 

Mr. Hill said that something must be done. 
The funds of the road had beun exhausted and 
all its collateral hypothecated. He thought, 
however, that it would be good policy not to 
take action at this meeting, but to appoint a 
committee to confer with the directors and 
officials of the company to consider what; is 
best to be done. 

MR. MADDOX TALKS, 

Mr, R. F. Maddox thought there was a pros- 
pect of placing the road in better shape than it 
had ever been, but did not feel at liberty to 
say what plans had been privately discussed. 

Judge John Collier said that he did not want 
any more stock as he felt that he had all that 
he could carry. He thought that in a week’s 
time there wasa prospect to do-something, 
The company must 

EITHER SURRENDER OR GO FORWAR??. 

It could not stand still. Something must be 
done, and done soon. He did not think that 
the stockholders could stand a twenty-five per 
cent assessment. It had occurred to him that 
preferred stock might be issued, bearing from 
five to six percent interest. This might be 
placed in Atlanta, and $100,000 raised to tide 
the road over its present trouble. He ifavored 
the appointment of a committee tosee whit 
could bé done in any possible direction. 

PRESIDENT HAAS’S VIEWS. 

Mr. Aaron Haas did not think negotiations 
would amount to anything. The only thing, 
in his judgment, was for the stockholders to 
put their hands in their pockets. and rescue 
the road or give up their property. He had 


had an extensive experience in trying to bor- 


row money. He had found gentlemen with 
plenty of money anxious to make loans, but 
they had declined to lend money on the road, 
the principal reason given being that the se- 
curity was not suflicient—that the road began 
in the woods instead of in Atlanta. 

WILLING TO DOUBLE HIS SUBSCRIPTION. 

Mr. M. C. Kiser said that he had $5,000 
worth of stock in the road, and in order to 
help it out he was willing to double his sub- 
scription. This statement was greeted by 
hearty applause, 

Mr. L. J. Hill read a letter from Mr. E. W. 
Marsh, in which he advised strongly against 
sacrificing the road, and stated that as a stock- 
holder he would not be satisfied with less than 
one hundred cents on the dollar. 

Mr. L. F. Blalock, of Fayetteville, said that 
he was ready to co-operate with the stock- 
holders in carrying out any plan which they 
thought best. 

Mr. J. Carroll Payne thought that Mr. Haas 
had hit the nailonthe head. The time had 
come to put up or surrender. He was willing 
to put up the 25 per cemt assessment. 

Mr. Henry Collier said that he would hate to 
see the road go under after having put money 
and labor in it. He doubted, however, whether 
the stockholders could put up the twenty-five 
per cent. He thought the best plan was to ap- 
point a committee to carefully consider what 
is best to be done. 

EVERY STOCKHOLDER SHOULD DOUBLE, 

Mr. Kizer said that he did not see how the 
putting of the 25 per cent assessment by the 
stockholders would help the road out of its 
trouble. Suppose $800,000 is raised; the road 
owes $500,000. Inashort time we would be 
in the same fix asnow. Mr. Kizer’s idea was 
that every stockholder should double his sub- 
scription. 

Colonel P. L. Mynott stated that in order 
to test the sentiment of - the meeting 
on the question of appointing . a 
committee he would move the 
appointment of a committee of five gentlemen 
familiar with the affairs ef the road, with Mr. 
L. J. Hill as chairman, to see what can be 
done, the committee to formulate the best pos- 
sible plan of action and submit a report to a 
meeting of the stockholders. 

A COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 

The motion prevailed, Chairman Hoyt ap- 
pointed Mr. L. J. Hill, Mr, Aaron Haas, Mr. 
R. F. Maddox, Mr. Henry Collier and Colonel 
P. L. Mynatt as the committee. 

An adjournment was moved. 

Judge Hoyt said: “Before we adjourn I 
want to say one word. The best men in At- 
lanta are interested in the Atlanta and Flor- 
ida railroad. It is

Bingley’s Show. 


The cireus is still here, and Bailiff Williams 
is still in charge. 

The animals are well fed, and about half the 
employes have gone away. 

One man, a Mr. Stony, received a letter yes- 
terday offering him a position at fifty dollars a 
week, and by the help of friends he was enabled 
to get away last evening. He was a slack 
rope performer, and had only been with the 
show about three weeks. 

Theié are between twenty-five and thirty 
attachments on the show, twenty-one having 
been served from Judge Owens’s court, two 
from Judge King’s court and three by Deputy 
Sheriff Perkerson, 

The Owens attachments amount to $538.31, 
the Perkerson batch to $1,370, and those from 
Judge King’s court, $1,570; making a total of 
$2,478.31, outside of the $2,000 damages de- 
manded by Hitchcock. 

THE INVENTORY. 

Yesterday Receiver Lester took.an invyen- 
tory of the effects of the company. There are 
one railroad sleeping car, two box cars, two 
flat cars, wagons and horses, tents, and the 
various items that go to make up the property 
paraphernalia of a circus. 

In cage 29 there are a gazelle, two mon- 
keys, a’coon, two wildcats; in cage 43 a 
lioness; in cage 46 a Mexican hog and a 
hyena; in cage 63 a lioness; in cage 43 a 
jaguar; in cage 68 two fawns; in cage 69a 
silver lion and lioness. :

WHAT ITIS WORTH. 
The proprietors claim that the show is worth 
$10,900, but it is the opinion of those well in- 
formed in such matters, that if sold at auction 
it will bring about $4,000, 
The animals are not suffering, nor have 
they suffered for food. The carnivara are fed 
on beef, the camels, elks and deer on hay and 
oats, the monkeys on bread and the bear, as 
Bailiff Williams says, ‘‘on anything on the 
earth that you offer him.”’ 
The cost of feeding the animals is about 
twenty dollars a day, and Mr. Frank Lester 
will see that they are cared for according to 
their requirments. 

THE EMPLOYES. 

Some of the employes are reduced to sad 
straits. One of them said yesterday morning 
that he had had nothing to eat for twenty-four 
hours. All of them that could get away left for 
other parts yesterday, but there were seven 
suppers ordered for seven unfortunates who 
bunked at the stationhouse last night; and 
there are quite a number at_the cars, two of 
them women. 

Messrs. Gartrell & Ladson, with Judge Cun- 
ningham, have charge of the attachments 
brought by the complainants, and the applica- 
tion fora permanent receiver will be heard 
before Judge Marshall J. Clarke on Saturday, 
March 23.

“Slang meant originally,” said he, ‘‘the 
secret sumanete of the gypsies, language un- 
derstood by none but the initiated. Then the 
word was given a wider meaning and included 
the figurative and characteristic expres- 
sions of gamblers, rogues, libertines, harlots, 
vagrants of all kinds, There is today a sort 
of slang amongst gypsies and tramps that has 
been banded down from generation to genera- 
tion, and is slang in the primitive meaning of 
the word. Forexample, an ‘x’ chalked on 
your door, or fence, or onthe sidewalk ora 
tree near by,means that the owner is ‘poor and 
—pass en.’ Itis a signal left 
by one traimp to the tramps thatcome along 
after him. A triangle means another thing, a 
square mexns something else, and a circle with 
a cross in it has a meaning to the initiated. 

“There two rules that I have found ser- 
viceable in purifying my vocabulary. The 
first is to aveid cireumlocution, use in prefer- 
ence plain, exact, direct expressions. The 
second rule is to form for yourself an index 
expurgatoris—a list of words and expressions 
to be avoided. . With these rules should go the 
warning to avoid, on the other hand, over sen- 
and false modesty. Occasionally 
you are obliged to use a word with an indeli- 

cate meaning. Use it bravely, but with no 
show of br avado, and without a tremor of 
doubtor dread. ‘Breeches’ should not be re- 
ferred to ‘unmentionables,’ or ‘unmention- 
ables,’ or ‘continuations.’ 

“Politics are responsible for a low order of 
slang—mugwumps,’ ‘dark horse,’ something 
to be ‘groomed’ by Mat Quay or somebody 
else, and hundreds of similar words. Base- 
ball is nothing but slang. The prize ring ver- 

nacular is simply unintelligible to @ non-pro- 
fessional. Gamblers have a slang of their 
own, and even the brokers and merchants talk 
of ‘bulls’ and ‘bears,’ etc. ‘Dude’ is derived 
frem the Gypsy word ‘duds,’ which meant 
soiled olothing. In Kansasan‘F sharp’ is a 
flea, and ‘B slat’ is a bedbug. A ‘clincher’ is 
a liar, ‘spoon’ is a lover, and ‘tacky’ and ‘tony’ 
have meanings that a lady would blush to 
hear. So with ‘bore’ ‘blatherskite,’ ‘the | man 
that married Hannah,’ ‘in the songs,’ and 
hundreds of other expressions: in common use. 

“Fashionable slang is a vicious variety. A 
Frenchman would be perplexed and aston- 
ished if you told him there was a marriage 
on the ‘tapis.’ You never see that expression 
in French writing. ‘Chaperone’ has an Eng- 
lish meaning that the French never dreamed 

of. So with other foreign words that are given 
an English meaning. All such words should bo 
pronounced in English—debut, depot, bon ton, 
au revoir, billet “doux, ec lat, valet, parquet, 
ballet, vis a \ is, amateur, and scores oi 
others, ‘The expression ‘gents’ is exceedingly 
vulgar, as are hundreds of similar abbrevia- 
tions, such as ‘photo’ for photograph. The 
words ‘gentleman’ and ‘lady’ should never be 
used to distinguish sex. ‘The purest writers of 
English “prefe r ’men’ and ‘women.’ ‘Stag 
party,’ and its opposite, and ‘wall flower,’ are 
three of the ve ry lowest examples of slang. 
is bad English to_go out ‘shopping.’ ‘O. K.’ 
should be avoided, andso with ‘catch on,’ 
‘mums the word,’ ‘plug your mug,’ ‘I don’t

Homes in and Around Atlanta During the Com- 
ing Season--What is Done and Being Done in 
That Lino—Atlanta’s Healthy Growth. 

Home building is going on at a rapid rate in 
aud around Atlanta. 

A. great deal of money is going into improve- 
ments all over the city, andit is stated by 
persons ina position to know that there is 
more building going on today than at any time 
within six or eight years. 

This statement holds good for all parts of the 
city and for the suburbsin every direction. 


There is not a street of any prominence which 


hasn't at least several new buildings upon it, 
and judging by appearances, there is not nuch 
excuse for idleness on the part of persons will- 
ing to work. 

The city tax assessors are busy noting the new 
buildings and the improvements; the architects 
are busy preparing for work in process of con- 
struction and of work to be done; the contract- 
ors and builders and their workmen are busy 
with work now in hand. 

A healthy sign it is. 

SOMETHING ABOUT STYLES. 

Mr. L. B. Wheeler, one of the most promi- 
nent architects, was asked about prevailing 
styles. 

‘*Really,’’ said he, ‘‘there is very little build- 
ing being done in this or any other southern 
city in the line of established styles. You see 
location and environment have a great deal to 
do with the planning of dwellings.” 

“‘Isthere a tendency to change from old 
styles ?’’ 

“Decidediy so. The old idea was a great 
big, broad hallway, with rooms sandwiched in 
the building as best they might be; but that is 
changed in our modern houses so as to com- 
bine comfort and convenience. 

‘*How about fireplaces ?” 

‘Well, firepiaces will never grow old- 
fashioned. Veople love the tradition of a 
hearthstone, and a fire is a very comfortable 
thing. Besides that, a chimney makes the best 
sort of a ventilator. jEven if a house be neatea 
by registers, the cliimney is avery necessary 
part of the building for that one purpose.” 

‘What would you say is the prevailing style 
in our architecture ?”’ 

‘Well, the Renaissance, if anything more 
than anyother. But you must understand that 
there is very little style anywhere, 
so far as the established styles of 
architecture go, nowadays. Houses — are 
being built on more beautiful and 
comfortable plans than ever before, and people 
are better informed in regard to these matters 
than ever before. The picturesque prevails in 
southern houses, and many pleasing effects are 
produced.”’

TUAL PROTECTION. 


The Retail Grocerymen of Atlanta Have Formed 
an Association—The Objects, as Set Forth in the 
Constitution and By-Laws, Are to Secure Pro- 
tection Against Bad Customers and to Bring 
About Changes Beneficial to the Members. 

The retail grocers of Atlanta have formed 
| an association for mutual protection. ‘ 

It is known as tho ‘Retail Grocers’ Pro- 
tective association.’’ The place of meeting is 
95 Alabama street. 

The association was formed to protect the 
dealers, and its organization was perfected 
yesterday. The association numbers about 
fifty members, embraving many of the lead- 
ing grocers of Atlanta, and new members are 
being added at every meeting. 

An election was held yesterday afternoon, 
when the following officers were chosen: 

President, C. J. Kamper; vice-president, 

Robert Dohme; treasurer, E. H. Carlett; sec- 
retary, R. H. Hayes. 

The plan adopted for the protection of the 
grocers is to place every delinquent customer, 
whose account runs over sixty days, on what 
is known as the black list. These lists are 
kept by every member of the association, and 
the names of these delinquents are furnished 
the secretary every two weeks. Then it is his 
duty to furnish every member a list, compiled 
from these various reports, of all delinquent 
customers. 

The secretary isa salaried officer, and is ex- 
pected to give his time and attention to this 
work. 

The constitution and by laws of the associa- 
tion, set forth these objects to be attained. 

To move closely uniting the retail grocers of 
Atlanta; to secure co-operation for the mutual 
benefit of afl who are engaged in the retail 
grocery trade ;to abate trade abuses; to dissemi. 
nate useful informatio: regard to the trade 
in every possible manner; to watch and intlu- 
ence legislation looking toward the better 
protection of the capital invested in the trado; 
to assist members in collecting accounts due 
by delinquent customers; to protect the mem- 
bers from fraudulent customers; and to sup- 
press, by proper legislation, irresponsible | 
street hawkers. 

The association will hoid wee 
at their hall on Alabama street. It is the aim 
of this protective combination to saye the 
retail grocers from the many losses occasioned 
by customers who buy and are either unabie 
or unwilling to pay.
